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Applicant's election with traverse of group I, claims 1-12 
in Paper No. 8 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
ground (s) that the process cannot be used to make another and 
different process. This is not found persuasive because the 
process can be used to make a product having no external 
terminal. To further clarify, because the process transitional 
claim language '^comprising'' is inclusive of additional process 
steps, the process could include a step of removing the external 
terminal in order to make a final product having no external 
terminal ♦

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Claims 1-4 and 6-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Thompson. 

The rejection is maintained as in the previous office 
action , 

Applicant's remarks filed 12-20-00 have been fully 
considered and are addressed infra. 

Applicant contends that Thompson does not teach a plurality 
of leads radially extending from a peripheral area toward a 
central area of the substrate main body. This contention is 
respectfully traversed because, as explicitly and clearly set 
forth in the rejection, Thompson teaches this limitation at 
figure 1 .
